1. ONE HUNDRED RUPEES 
OBVERSE 


This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with the legend inscribed 

below, flanked on the left upper periphery with the word in Hindi and on the right upper periphery flanked 

with the word ^^INDIA** in English. It shall also bear the denomin^onal value “100” in International Numoals below 
the L)on Capitol flanked on the left lower periphery with the word in Hindi and right lower periphery with the 

wor(r‘RUPEES” in English. 

REN'ERSE 

This face of the coin shall bear the Logo of “ STATE BANK OF INDIA” in the centre flanked on the left side 
with the year “ 1806” and on the right side with the year “2006”. The left and right upper periphery is flanked by 
some design works on leaves. The words in Hindi, are written on the top of the coin above the 

logo imd the words “STATE BANK OF INDIA ” in English are written on the bottom side of the coin below the logo 
of “STATE BANK OF INDIA”. 

2. FIVERUPEES 
OBVERSE 

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with the legend 'amri” inscribed 

below^ flanked on the left upper periphery with the word in Hindi and on the right upper periphery flanked 

witliL the word “INDIA” in English It shall also bear the denominational value “5” in International Numerals below 
the ILion Capitol flanked on the left lower periphery with the word in Hindi and right lower periphery with the 

word “RUPEES” in English. There shall be 52 beads on the periphery. 

R£\Tt:RSE 

This &CC of the coin shall bear the Logo of “STATE BANK OF INDIA” in the centre flanked on the left side 
witli rhe year “ 1806” and on the right side with the year “2006”. The left and right upper periphery is flanked by some 
design works on leaves. The words tiein Hindi, are written on the top of the coin above the logo and 

the words “STATE BANK OF INDIA” in English is written on the bottom side of the coin below the logo of “STATE 
BANK OF INDIA”. There shall be 52 beads on the periphery. 

SECURITY EDG® FOR5 RUPEES 

The edge of the coin shall be milled with serrated or upright milling and security edge. At the center of the 
edg(3 there shall be shallow groove with a design inside the two sections sqiiarated by blank spaces. This design 
shall consists of chain of I^ads in relief and each bead being followed by one inclined line in relief. There shall be 
total 30 lines and 30 beads.
